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A No-Coder’'s Field Day Operation 


This year I decided to set up my own Field Day Station. I 
had some work to do around the house, so I didn't get 
equipment loaded and on my way (the 2nd time, since I 
forgot my 6m antenna) until about 11 am Saturday. I 
arrived at the Rampart Range Rd site at 9500 ft at noon, 
just as the rain began. The rain didn't amount to much. I 
set up 10 el 2m and 3 el 6m yagis on 15 ft of 1 in electrical 
conduit tied to a fence post. I began operating at 1 pm with 
my IC706 MKII on 2m SSB. Couldn't get stations to hear 
me; realized that I was getting RF feedback from the 150 W 
amplifier. Tried different grounding schemes without much 
success, so ended up operating 2m with only 25 W. 


I hadn't been operating long when the landowner drove up 
and asked what I was doing. I had come through a gate to 
get to the top of the ridge and was operating in somebody's 
cow pasture. I explained about Field Day, gave him a 
“Never Kiss Gorillas” card and offered to leave if he wanted 
me to. He was real nice and just said it would be nice if I 
would ask for permission so I got his name and phone 
number for next time. He asked how far I could talk from 
there and he seemed interested in the emergency 
preparedness aspects of Field Day. 


Made 10 contacts in 14 minutes on 2m SSB, then moved to 
6m which had a pipeline to California. Great fun! Got a 
few into FL and MS which were harder; had to try one 
station for nearly 2 hour, so there was a feeling of success 
when he finally heard me. One guy in California knew 
W@AH Doug whose house was just across the canyon from 
me, so that was fun. 


Operated for 2 hours with 14 contacts on 6M, 13 on 2M 
and 1 on 70 cm FM. Tore down the station, went for a 6 mi 
run, then went down the hill to the PPRAA/MARC Field 
Day site. I had been in touch with them throughout the day 
on 2 meter simplex, so it was good to compare notes and see 
a slightly larger Field Day operation; the food they had there 
was an added bonus. 


All in all it was a great Field Day. By the time I got home 
and put everything away, I had been at it for nearly 12 hrs 


(loading, travel to and from, run, club site visit, and 
unloading). Accomplished all seven purposes of Field Day: 


Practice and test emergency preparedness. 

Find out what needs fixing: RF feedback problem on 2m. 
Expose the general public (or landowner) to ham radio. 
Make radio contact with other hams. 

Have fun on the radio. 

Socialize with other hams. 

Make yourself tired so you sleep good.

The 2000 Colorado 14er Radio Event will be held Sunday, 
August 27" from 9 am to 12 noon. Amateur radio 
operators will operate portable from the summits of various 
Colorado 14,000 ft mountains. Amateurs are encouraged to 
work as many of the mountaintop stations as possible. 
However, this is NOT A CONTEST; no points are 
awarded, no scores recorded. A special event QSL card can 
be obtained by QSLing to the mountaintop station's home 
QTH (please include a SASE) or QSL to KOYB. Most 
mountaintop stations will be running low power handheld 


[The events in this story took place in the Fall of 1966 in 
Jacksonville, IL. I sent my cousin, Walter B. Hendrickson, 
Jr., a copy of the @-Beat. He sent me back the details for this 
article. He made the following statement. “In the Fall of 
1966 when more than just the leaves were burning in 
Jacksonville,” you will see why soon.] 

In mid September an arsonist set a fire in the ground floor 
lobby of MacMurray College’s Main Hall. The fire was 
detected early. The girls in the dormitories on the upper 
floors were evacuated. Three fire engines soon arrived and 
put the fire out, with only minor damage to building. 


As the fire department was cleaning, they saw that the old 
Routt Catholic High School next door to the College had 
been set on fire by the arsonist. All the off-duty firemen had 
called in with the rest of the fire engines to assist. The 
South Jacksonville Volunteer Fire Department was called to 
stand by at the municipal building, in case of another alarm. 
Sadly, the high school building was destroyed. 


In November of 1966, around the time of the Gemini 11 
flight, the arsonist was at it again. This time things really 
heated up! He got started by setting an apartment house on 
fire on West State Street, the street my cousin and family 
lived on at the time. As soon as the fire department had that 
fire under control, the arsonist had set a museum building at 
Turner Jr. High School on fire. When that fire was under 
control, he had set a Baptist church on fire. By this time, 
every fireman in the town was busy at one fire or another. 
Fire departments from other areas had to be called in to 
assist. Meanwhile, the arsonist had been busy setting 
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Washington Elementary School on fire. As you can imagine 
things were very chaotic in the town of Jacksonville that 
night! Normally it is a very quiet college town. 


By this time, the local amateur radio operators had decided 
to check out the other schools and churches in Jacksonville. 
Fortunately, they found the arsonist attempting to set 
Layette Elementary School on fire. Unfortunately, the 
arsonist got away. But the amateur radio operators had 
saved the school by spotting the arsonist; there was no 
damage. All the buildings the arsonist tried to destroy were 
saved, with the exception of the Baptist church. As usual, 
the local amateur radio operators were on the scene in a 
crisis to help out. They certainly came through for the town

Traffic Tutorial (Part 1!) 


[This traffic tutorial is provided by Jerry Verduft ADOA, who 
is an avid traffic handler. This is part 1 of 6, and will be 
presented over the coming months as space permits.] 

First, let’s discuss the standard form for a message (traffic) 
to be sent for relay or delivery to a third party by amateur 
radio. A formal message has four elements: preamble, 
address, text and signature. 


The preamble is shown on line 1 below. It consists of (a) 
Number (begin with the number 1 each month or year); (b) 
Precedence (R for routine, W for health and welfare, P for 
priority, oo EMERGENCY - always spelled out - never 
abbreviated); (c) Handling Instruction (optional); (d) Station 
of origin, (e) Check (number of words/groups in text only; 
(f) Place of Origin (not necessarily location of station of 
origin); (g) Time filed (optional with originating station; (h) 
Date (local or GMT date). 

Next is the address shown on line 2 below. The address 
should always be as complete as possible including ZIP and 
PHONE NUMBER. 


The text then follows (line 3 below) and should be no more 
than 25 words if possible. 


Last is the signature (line 4 below). Note that an X is used 
in the text as punctuation and counts as a word. After the 
signature you say “End Of Message” or on CW or packet 
the letter group AR is used. Also, on CW or packet, the 
letter BT is used to separate the address from the text and 
text from signature. On CW only, letter group AA is used 
to separate parts of the address. On voice, phonetics should 
be used for difficult or unusual words but do not spell out 
common words. 


Lists of precedence meanings and handling instructions 
are listed on ARRL Form FSD-218.

When 
using them, always spell out the number (e.g., ARL 
FORTY SIX) and include “ARL” followed by the text word 
count in the “Check” section of the message preamble. 
[Below is a sample of a radiogram, which would be used 
by the traffic handler to write down this information as it 
was received. ] 
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Virus Alert ! CORES to Replace ULS 


A new virus called the PrettyPark worm had invaded 
computers of some amateurs here in Colorado Springs, 
mine included. The virus appears as an attachment to a 
message from someone you know and who has your e-mail 
address in their address book. It may also have the subject 
line "C:\CoolProgs\Pretty Park.exe." 


If you have not received it because my mailer failed to 
forward it, I am very thankful on your behalf. However, 
this worm can come from anyone whose computer has been 
infected. It can come at any time! Therefore, DO NOT 
OPEN any message or attachments from anyone that 
contains the name "PrettyPark" by itself or in combination 
of other words! 


DELETE IT IMMEDIATELY and EMPTY your Recycle 
Bin. This should be all that needs to be done if you haven't 
opened it. Once opened, this worm tries to mail itself to 
everyone in your address book, releases your dial-up 
passwords, system information; and allows remote receipt, 
creation, deletion, and execution of files [ref. Symantec's 
web page]. 

Symantec, who makes Norton's Antivirus has two web 
pages that can be very helpful in combating this virus. I 
am including the URLs below. Go to 


http://www. symantec.com/avcenter/then 
click on PrettyPark.Worm. This will take you to:

On this page, close to the bottom, you can download the 
PrettyPark Worm Removal Tool. I hope this helps prevent 
the spread of this pervasive virus. We as amateurs can 
also help by using ham radio to communicate rather than 
the internet. What a concept!!!

It was only a few years ago that the Universal Licensing 
System, or ULS, became a reality. That system was 
supposed to modernize the FCC licensing process and do 
away with the FCC form 610 and its variations. I suppose 
it was a Step in the right direction, because the FCC is 
replacing it! The new system is called the Commission 
Registration System, or CORES. If you happened to have 
registered with the old ULS, then it's likely that you're 
already in the CORES as well. I found the CORES to be 
very easy to use compared to the ULS. You may recall 
that with the ULS, you had to dial in to a bulletin-board- 
like system, using a modem. The Internet based ULS had 
many problems with browser incompatibility and it was 
just plain difficult to use. The CORES is all web-based, so 
you simply dial in to your normal ISP and go to the 
CORES web site, which is linked off of the main FCC web 
page www. fcc.gov The only thing that I found 
inconsistent was the FRN, or FCC Registration Number. 
When they give it to you, it has a couple of hyphens in it. 
But when they ask for it when you do a search or update, 
you can't enter the hyphens. Not realizing that my data 
was already in there, I went ahead and registered again, so 
now I'm in there twice. Hopefully, getting out of that 
system will be as easy as getting into it! de N7LV

Ham Satellites and Hams in Space 


Remember we have Tom McDaniel NONTX, Colorado AMSAT Coordinator, who can handle any questions about amateur 
satellites. I'm mentioning this again ‘cause there's a lot going on in space lately. The ISS will gain 2m equipment with the 
launch of STS-106 in August, and there will be some contacts made then. The first operational |nternational Space 
Station (1 SS) crew to operate on 2m will be launched in October. Astronaut Bill Shepard KD5GSL will be aboard with 
two Russian astronauts. The ARRL w/NASA is 
continuing with the SAREX (Space Amateur 
Radio EXperiment) to schedule more schools to 
speak with the astronauts, as they have in past 
missions on the Space Shuttle and Mir. The long 
awaited Phase 3D launch was postponed 
recently, and is now expected to launch sometime 
between Sept and Oct. P3D will end up in a 63 
deg inclination elliptical orbit, with 3 orbit in a 
48-hr period, at about a 48000 km apogee, 
providing coverage to No. America, Europe and 
Japan. It'll have downlinks in the 29, 145 and 435 
MHz, and 2.4, 10.4 and 24 GHz bands. Nice 
thing is it'll be in the same place in the sky every 
3rd orbit, so you won't need to have expensive 
tracking rotators to use the satellite! But you'll 
need gain antennas!

By now you’ve probably noticed in this month’s (and last 
month’s) @-Beat calendar that there’s an entry on August 
30 called “Barnes & Noble Science Nite.’’ What is that, 
and what does it have to do with the club? Well, normally it 
doesn’t have anything to do with the club. But for some 
reason, the folks that put on a monthly summer science 
program for kids at this bookstore got wind of Greg 
Tarcza’s name, and contacted Greg about the club doing a 
small ham radio demo for the kids. Well, this seems like a 
fine opportunity to bring a little ham radio into the lives of 
some children, so Greg passed the info on to Rob N7LV 
(probably due to the Mir contact a couple of years ago). In 
any case, here’s what the program is about. 


During the summer, on the last Wednesday of each month, 
the Barnes & Noble bookstore on Briargate Blvd puts on a 
little science demo of some kind for whatever kids can come 
over. Parents get the word via a newsletter or via some 
bulletin board at the store. In June, a lady from one of the 
nature centers brought in a show-and-tell about bats! Not 
baseball bats, but mammal bats. Rob N7LV visited the 
store that night to see what it’s like with the kids. On that 
night, about 7 or 8 kids sat around a table, and the lady 
brought in some books about bats, and some other things, 
like a bat skeleton and some bat droppings. The program 
runs about 45 minutes or so, and the kids can get a hands- 
on program, and have the opportunity to ask a bunch of 
questions. 


So, we’ve got an opportunity for a small group of hams 
from the club to bring in a little show-and-tell program to 
about 6 to 10 kids who might be interested in hearing about 
ham radio. We can’t do a whole lot in 45 minutes, but we 
can introduce ham radio, demo some equipment, describe 
how we can talk to people around the country and the 
world, and in space. Maybe a Morse code demonstration, a 
quick demo of packet. A little demo with kids talking to 
others across the room. There are a lot of options, but 
again, only about 45 minutes. And, with kids of ages 
around 10 years old, some a little younger, it’s gotta be 
catchy to them, not necessarily to us. 


We’re putting together some ideas now, but if you have any 
good ideas on catching their attention, by all means, let us 
know! And if you think you want to help or come by that
